Destruction of the Theatre Royal, Cork, by Fire.—We are 
sorry to state that ithe report of the conflagration bas been con- 
firmed, and that the house is a heap of ruins, The fire broke ont 
on Sunday the llthinst., and is generally supposed to have been 
caused by the gas not being turned off properly on the Saturday 
previous. Mr. and Mrs. Wood had but just concluded their en- 
gagement at the above Theatre. We are concerned to add that 
the managers loss will not be covered by insurance. 

The celebrated danseuse Fanoy Elssler and her sister, sailed on 
the 15th iost., for New York, on board the ‘‘ Great Western” 
to fuifil her engagement at the Park Theatre. . 

Desperate Attack upon Mr. Carter, by one of his Tigers.— 
Application had been made to the authorities at Cahors, for Mr. 
Carter to exbibit with bis animals in an amphitheatre which had 
been constructed for the purpose. The magistrates much to their 
credit, wished to be satisfied that no accideot might happen, and 
therefore stipulated that a rehearsal should take place prior to tha 
permission being granted. The performance took place on the 3rd 
mst., in their presence, and the piece selected was The Lion of 
the Desert. It bad no sooner commenced and Carter assumed 
his position of lying on the stage ina feigned sleep, than the re- 
powned tiger was let loose to perform his part. He made a spring, 
and a terrible conflict ensued; but this time the combat was in 
tight good earnest, and almost fatally so. The animal had seized 
Mr. Carter by the throat, and dreadfully mutilated him. Ina 
few minutes the stage was flowiog witn blood, and the most 
pierciog cries were uttered by both man and beast, re-echoed by 
those who were present, as spectators. The tiger appeared for 
some time beaten off, but renewing the attack made another 
attempt to gripe his master by the shoulder, and would have no 
doubt devoured him, had not Carter with indomitable courage 
contrived to drag himself to the wings, aod sacure a hammer, 
which happened to be at hand, and with which he belaboured 
the tiger until it lay apparently lifeless at bis feet. Mr. Carter 
attaches great value to the tiger, and entertains strong hopes of 
its recovery. His own wounds, especially those io the throat, are 
very serious, though not considered to be at all dangerous. The 
tiger is reported to have been drugged by one of Mr.Carter’s men, 
who owed him a spite, and which was the cause of the awful 
event haviog occurred. The above account is extracted froma 
French priot, L’ Audience.
